Applicants have reviewed the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance and wish 
to submit the following comments. The Statement lists as reasons for allowance of "claims 1 and 
15" several limitations which are paraphrased from apparatus claim 1. Initially, Applicants note 
that claim 1 contains other limitations which, in combination with the cited limitations, distinguish 
claim 1 over the prior art. Moreover, claim 15 is a method claim and is allowable based on method 
step limitations recited therein. In addition, dependent claims 2-14 and 16-19 recite limitations 
which, in combination with their base claims, render the dependent claims allowable. 
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Otherwise, Applicants agree with the Examiner's that the allowed claims distinguish 



over the prior art. 
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
